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Square to be hip? 


WHEN IT COMES TO A NEW LOOK 
for Churchill Square, everyone’s a 
critic. Or at least that’s the idea 
behind a scale model of the 
redesigned square doing mall 
tours all week. Before the design 
is approved by the city in October, 
city officials are pushing the 
model and questionnaires in 
attempt to win the approval of our 
fickle citizens. And that might be 
harder than it sounds. As one goa- 
teed dad with a stroller at the 
WEM display said: “I can’t believe 
my taxes are paying for this. 
Can’t we at least put a parking 
garage underneath?” 

In the spirit of such crushing cri- 
tique, SEE Magazine has assem- 
bled its own panel of civic design 
critics. Jorge Frascara is an 
Associate Professor of Design at 
the U of A; Todd Janes is the 
Executive Director at Latitude 53 
art gallery and Shafraaz Kaba is 
an Intern Architect at Manasc 
Isaac Architects, a firm that was 
shortlisted for the redesign. Also 
on the panel is SEE’s own Most 
Famous Guy in Town, who once 
dropped out of an Industrial 
Design course mid-semester. 


Explain what you like or dislike 
about the redesign and why. Is 
there too much damn cement? 
What can be improved? 


TJ: Overall, I like the new 
design. There seems to be a bal- 
ance between form and function- 
ality. There is some green space 
that doesn’t seem to require a 
great deal of maintenance, which 
is currently a problem with the 
overuse of the Square in the sum- 
mer months. 

The new design seems to flow 
well with the surroundings of the 
Square and | like the idea of 
changing 99 Street into a prome- 
nade, although I am not con- 
vinced about the incorporation of 
102A Avenue into the Square. I 
feel that City Hall should remain 
a separate entity from Churchill 
Square. City Hall is the site of 
municipal government and the 
Square should be not just an 
extension of that government site. 
As well, I would like to see a 
promenade on all four sides of the 
Square that would create some- 
thing akin to the market in Ottawa 
or the streets of the Plateau of 
Montreal or Prince’s Island Park 
in Calgary 


SK; I like the amphitheatre and 
steps to sit on. I can picture myself 
sitting there for a nice summer 
afternoon lunch. | think more 
trees in this scheme is good. But, 
the skewed paving bothers me 
Why is it skewed? It will take 
away from the classic perspective 
of looking at city hall dead on. 
The whole composition of pavil- 
ions and paving lacks design 
coherency. It seems like each ele- 
ment was designed by different 
people.

MFGIT: The main thing I like 
about the new design is that it’s 
not the current design; seriously, 
anything will be better than the 
current brown expanse of lowest- 
bidder brick. However! Concrete 
looks wonderful in model form, 
all pale and pristine, but in real 
life it takes about two seconds 
before the cracks, the gum stains 
and the omnipresent Edmonton 


_ dinge take over. Add in the 


“twinkly light strip,” the cheese- 
ball light-show pillars, the water- 
fall receptacle, and I give [whoev- 
er snaps up the inevitably sold-off 
naming rights] Square about three 
seasons before it starts looking 
like total shit, because the City’s 





as dedicated to maintenance as it 
is to public housing. What to do to 
solve the problems a square block 
of sludge-gray cement press 
Hmmm... that’s a toughie. Hey, 
here’s an idea; how about making 
it a fucking park again, assholes? 


Do you think this new design 
will make the square a more 
high-traffic centre, bustling with 
pedestrians? Or will it just end 
up being a $12.6 million dollar 
habitat for teenage skateboard- 
ers? Explain. 


TJ: You make it sound like that 
would be a bad thing. Skaters vote 
too! I think that careful design can 
be inviting to people too, although 
it fundamentally needs more than 
that. There needs to be dedicated 
support from the City and the 
organizations in the city to 
embrace the site and facility and 
program activities there. 


JF: We will see kids in rollers 
and skateboards jumping down 
those projected stairs more often 
than we'll see groups of citizens 
watching some kind of show. 
Arguments in favour of the design 
talk about the advantages of open 
spaces to house festivals. How 
many days of the year? Can or 
should a square in the very center 
of a city be designed to house fes- 
tivals? I think a central space 
should be designed for daily life, 
not for special events. 


SK: People need a reason to 
visit the square. I do not see any- 


thing monumental or absolutely 
spectacular in the new design. 
People need activities or they 
need a monument-something that 
they won’t see elsewhere. 


MEGIT: Aside from the handful 
of weekends a year when the 
Good People leave the malls to 
watch jugglers or eat $6 shish 
kebabs, the Square is a route, not 
a destination. Yet another 
Starbucks or Second Cup or chi- 
chi wine bar isn’t going to 
change that, no matter how much 
glass you encase it in, and 
although Edmontonians are 
becoming increasing culturally 
bland, they’re not yet at the point 
where they’re going to go apeshit 
for an “interpretive centre.” 


What should be the most 
important consideration for city 
officials when they make new, 
public spaces? 


JF: Plazas work very well in 
Rome, Paris or Buenos Aires, on 
the basis of year around reason- 
able weather, sitting facilities, 
beautiful trees, romantic and 
figurative sculptures, places to be 
in the sun, others to sit in the 
shade and cultures where taking 
an aimless stroll or chatting in an 
open space are part of everyday 
life. And then, this is not Rome, 
what is going to happen in that 
square during our long winters? 


__SK: They should remember IT 
IS A PUBLIC space. Too many 
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“branded” or sponsored by a 


major corporation. Sir Winston 
Churchill Square is for the people 
of this city and the visitors to it. It 
should belong to this city, not 
Starbucks or Edmonton “City 
Centre” shopping mall! 


MFGIT: How about considering 
a factor like “soul”? I don’t mean 
every public hangout has to look 
like a cross between Shaft’s living 
room and a Turkish rug bazaar, 
but this Swedish Nazi android 
accountant Logan’s Run shit has 
got to go. Design by committee 
and consensus has been, is now, 
and seemingly will forever be 
the cause of Browntown’s archi- 
tectural mediocrity—designs like 
this have as much soul as the dec- 
orator knickknacks and gift shop 
objets d‘art used to decorate furni- 
ture showrooms. 


TJ: For public spaces, or spaces 
designed for the public, it seems 
that designers and planners want 
to build spaces that create an envi- 
ronment of safety and that is 
generic enough to be non-threat- 
ening. I feel that it is paramount 
that public spaces have actual 
functional and comfortable spaces 
for people. Currently, Churchill 
Square is used mainly for skaters, 
people who seem to be underem= 
ployed and pedestrians who use 
the Square as a shortcut. There 
should be places to sit and talk 
and enjoy the sun and the various 
activities of a truly urban down- 
town core. It seems that the City 
is unwilling to create places for 
people to loiter because 
Edmonton desperately wants to 
be urban but is unwilling to give 
up their suburban accoutrements.

Two campaigns aim to make 
indifferent coffee giants pay attention 


SINCE THE ARRIVAL OF THE VENTI 
half-caf latte in the ‘90s, 
Americans have gotten used to 
the idea of the $3 (or more) cup of 
coffee. Designer coffee is still 
booming — Starbucks Coffee 
company profits totaled $181 mil- 
lion in fiscal 2000, and the compa- 
ny now has 5,688 locations from 
Indonesia to Spain to the U.S. 

But the tide of expensive lattes 
has not lifted all boats. North 
America’s morning Joe sits atop a 
growing crisis, according to 
Oxfam America, which has just 
released a report entitled 
“Mugged: Poverty in Your Coffee 
Cup,” detailing the scope of the 
global coffee crisis. The farmers 
and workers who actually 
grow coffee beans in regions 8 
from South America to 
Vietnam are faced with 
the lowest prices in 
years, prices that do not | 
cover their costs. 
Farmers are slipping 
into dire poverty, pulling 
their children out of 
school, unable to afford 
medicine and struggling to eat. 
Mass coffee farming practices 
are also destroying rainforest : 
ecosystems. . 

This week, there are two 
major activist pushes to raise 
awareness and promote fair trade 
and organic coffee, to protect both 
the farmers and the environment. 

The two campaigns, one by 
Oxfam America and one spear- 
headed by the Organic 
Consumers Association, agree on 
the problem if not the solution. 
Both see an international humani- 
tarian and environmental crisis. 
Both encourage consumers to 
demand Fair Trade certified coffee 
whenever they buy coffee. 

The two campaigns diverge 
when it comes to Starbucks. 
Oxfam America is going after the 
coffee giants Kraft (Maxwell 
House), Procter & Gamble 
(Folgers), Nestlé (Nescafé) and 
Sara Lee (Real Coffee). The big 
transnationals are certainly ahead 
of Starbucks, as bulk buyers of 
beans. And they have showrra rel- 
atively complete indifference to 
the plight of small farmers, as cof- 
fee prices fall and corporate profit 
margins go up. 

Oxfam, in other words, is target- 
ing the big fish. Besides demand- 
ing better prices for the small 
farmers, Oxfam is demanding that 
the coffee giants and rich country 
governments help fund the 
destruction of at least five million 
bags of coffee stock, in order to 
help stabilize the price. They also 
want the companies to create a 
fund to help poor farmers find 
other ways to make a living, so 
that they will be less dependent 
on one volatile commodity. 

The coffee campaign is part of 
Oxfam's larger Make Trade Fair 
campaign, an international effort 
to make trade more fair to poor 
and developing countries — 
including calls for an end to agri- 

cultural subsidies in the first 


world and a more democratic 
World Trade Organization. The 
campaign also included a shindig 
on Capitol Hill, and a public ser- 
vice announcement co-produced 
by the certifying body, TransFair 
USA and featuring actor Martin 
Sheen. 

“T was told that Kraft has actu- 
ally agreed to one of our recom- 
mendations,” says Adrienne 
Leicester Smith, media director at 
Oxfam (at press time, Kraft had 
not responded to inquiries). “I 
think it’s important to 
remember that e 
this is bad for 
busi- 
ness, 
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too,” Smith continued. “These 
very, very low prices right now 
will correlate to very, very high 
prices later. When it fluctuates this 
much, it creates instability for 
everybody.” 

Sustainable is still the buzz- 
word. Oxfam, Starbucks and the 
Ford Foundation entered into a 
pilot program to help support 
small farmers using sustainable 
techniques in Oaxaca, Mexico in 
July. “Starbucks is stepping up to 
the plate in a lot of ways, so we 
don’t apologize for applauding 
them,” Smith says. She points out 
that Starbucks counts for less than 
1 percent of the coffee market, so 
“we're going after the big guns, 
we want all organizations to be 
responsible corporate citizens.” 

But the Organic Consumers 
Association says Oxfam has got it 
all wrong, and that by giving 
Starbucks its support, Oxfam is 
helping Starbucks “greenwash” its 
image. The giants are relatively 
unabashed about their disregard 
for the environment and labor, 
says Ronnie Cummins, OCA’s 
director, “Just look at their behav- 
ior for the past 20 or 30 years.” 

Starbucks, however, incorpo- 
rates social and environmental 
responsibility into its brand and 
its corporate image. Chains like 
Starbucks, with its colorful 
brochures about giving back to 


the community and the environ-  — 


ment, “have a customer base of 
people who are really concerned,” 


says Cummins. “Before we can 
take on the coffee cartel and kick 
canned coffee off the shelves, peri- 
od, we need to deal with a large 
and rapidly growing company 
that claims to be environmentally 
and socially responsible, and its 20 
million customers who actually 
kind of believe that.” 

Starbucks talks the talk but does 
not walk the walk, Cummins says. 
“CEO Orin Smith admitted in the 
Chicago Tribune that less than 
one tenth of one percent of total 
sales of Starbucks was Fair Trade 
certified. So why have these 
brochures out everywhere talking 
about how great you are? If you 
didn’t, then maybe you wouldn't 
have pissed us off so much.” 

And fair trade coffee is just the 
beginning. The OCA also wants 
Starbucks to stop using any and 
all genetically modified and non- 
organic products, from soy 
lecithin and sweeteners in its pas- 
tries to milk. “For two years now, 
they’ve admitted that 80 per cent 
of the 32 million gallons of milk 

comes from dairies where cows 
are injected with bovine 
growth hormone,” 

Cummins says. “It’s 
* price; the bottom line 
. is that tainted milk in 
America is a lot cheap- 
er than organic milk.” 

The OCA is mar- 
shaling thousands of 

volunteers in 300 
cities worldwide to 
hand out leaflets out- 
side Starbucks between 
Sept. 21 and 28. Their aim 
is to educate Starbucks’ mil- 
lions of customers, so that 
} those customers will in turn 
pressure the chain. 
A spokeswoman for 
Starbucks confirmed that 
* only | percent of 
Starbucks coffee is Fair 
Trade, but cited the company’s 
partnership with Oxfam and the 
farmers coalition in Oaxaca 
among, other examples of 
Starbucks’ corporate citizenship. 
“Fair trade is one area that 
addresses the livelihood of the 
farmers,” she says. “There are a 
number of other things that we’re 
doing.” Long-term contracts, 
which reduce volatility, were up 
from 3 per cent of contracts to 31 
er cent, this year, and Starbucks 
as also created a point system 
intended to reward farmers who 
meet certain environmental and 
sustainable criteria. Starbucks 
trumpeted its good deeds in a 
“Corporate Social Responsibility 
Report” this year, available on its 
Web site. 

All of the organizations 
involved in the fight for fair trade 
— OCA, Global Exchange and 
Oxfam — are also involved in 
active organizing efforts on col- 
lege campuses nationwide, where 
students have already had some 
success in getting their cafeterias 
to serve only fair trade coffee. 

Starbucks or not, coffee farmers 
are suffering, and both campaigns 
this week are aimed at helping 
them. “This crash has just deci- 
mated 25 million people who are 
dependent on the market,” says 
Smith. “It’s transcended even _

calendar venture, Harris has 
transformed his collection of date- 
book snaps into a travelling road 
show. Over 250 colourful images 
capture the essence of what was 
once Tibet, with music and a nar- 
rative specially composed by both 
the photographer and a Tibetan 
lama. 

Harris promises to take the 
audience beyond the surface 
beauty of his photography into a 
“world of compassion, humanity, 
and service” — the tenets that 
guide his life. “The theme running 
through the show is why I do this 
work,” says Harris, a practicing 
Buddhist. “The Buddhist notion of 
‘right livelihood’ — trying to live 
in a way that benefits others — 
has allowed me to use my talent 
to help others.” 

Attracted to indigenous cultures 
since he was a teen, the body of 
Harris’ work depicts picturesque 
“traditional” Himalayan living. 
He has a special interest in Tibet 
and is saddened to see the speed 
at which it is disappearing. “Tibet 
was cloistered away from the 
effects of modernity right up until 
the 1950s,” says Harris. Changes 
from the Chinese occupation and 
subsequent cultural revolutions - 
have taken a “devastating” toll on 
the culture: when the small moun- 
tain country opened its doors in 
the mid ‘80s, Harris discovered a 
tradition “on the edge of extinc- 
tion.”

Finding new subjects grows 
more difficult for the photograph- 
er, as Western influence and afflu- 
ence erode the lifestyle Harris 
cherishes. He believes “the root is 
drying out” and all that remains is 

“a perfume left over from the tra- 
ditional way of life.” He points out 
that his portraits are “not accurate 
at all”: he endeavours to capture 
the Tibet of times past, carefully 
excluding watches, running shoes, 
and T-shirts from his shots. 

He captures what he calls “inti- 
mate cultural portraiture”, high- 
lighting the relationship between 
people and their traditions. “I’m 
not particularly interested i in an 
anthropological expression,” says 
Harris “I’m trying to convey the 
qualities of what I see and experi- 
ence as a way of underlying 
Buddhist tradition.” 

He admits that his subjects are 
shown through a “happy filter” 
that idealizes Tibet’s sometimes 
harsh and difficult living condi- 
tions. Perhaps that’s understand- 
able when your work is bound for 
a calendar. “Most people want 
images they are happy to live with 
on a day to day basis,” says 
Harris, but he still feels the images 
sqice tied are relevant

Back from Limbo 


John Sayles returns to form and themes

WHEN JOHN SAYLES LAST TOOK 
the directing chair it was to leave 
both his characters and audience 
in limbo. His 1999 movie of the 
same name was all about stasis, 
feeling lost, and lack of closure, as 
symbolized by the grayish fog 
hanging heavily throughout the 
Alaskan setting. This time skies 
are blue and the characters in flux 
as he trains his magnifying glass 
on a Florida beach community in 
The result, 
however, is still a continent-sized 
distance away from mainstream 


The Sunshine State. 


q filmmaking. 

As is the case with almost all 
Sayles’ work, S.S. is written and 
edited by the indie director, fea- 
tures an ensemble cast of both 
Hollywood players and fringe 
actors, leans heavily to the politi- 
cal left, and takes its time (140 
minutes) examining the realistic 


events of a specific everyday com- 
munity. His thirteenth film has all 


the stuff — including a resistance 
to trite narrative closure — that 


keeps him out of the Cineplex and 


in critics’ good books. 

Angela Bassett stars as Desiree 
Perry, a marginally successful 
actor and former resident of 

‘Plantation Island returning home 
to her black beach community 
after leaving under scandalous 


circumstances decades earlier. She 


apprehensively takes new hus- 

band Reggie (James McDaniel) to 

meet her antagonistic mother, 
- Eunice (Mary Alice), so the 


women can possibly work 
through their differences. Desiree 
is surprised to discover that 
Eunice, a widower, has taken in 
troubled grandchild Terrell (new- 
comer Alex Lewis), who finds a 
much-needed role model in 
Reggie. 

As Desiree is rediscovering her 
roots, Mary Temple (Edie Falco) is 
tearing hers up as she realizes that 
taking over the family 
hotel/ restaurant from her ailing 
father may be what makes her 
unhappy enough to drink a bit too 
much and sleep around. She fears 
what her blind Archie Bunker dad 
will say if she confronts him, but* 
as her unhappiness mounts, the 
arrival of real estate developers 
becomes her chance to get out. 

The group of unscrupulous suits 
are hell-bent on tearing down the 
historic black neighbourhood and 
surrounding groves to make way 
for golf courses and strip malls, 
which forces various members of 
the community to plot their place 
on a moral map. Former local 
footbali star Flash Phillips (Tom 
Wright), chamber of commerce 
mouthpiece Francine Pickney 
(Mary Steenburgen), longtime res- 
ident Dr. Lloyd (Bill Cobbs), and 
Jack Meadows (Timothy Hutton), 
a landscape architect with feelings 

for Mary, further represent the 
range of views across the social, 
racial, political, and age divide 
Each of them must decide how to 
deal with the pressures of a loom- 
ing lifestyle change. 

Sayles works hard to bring the 
viewer into the farthest corners of 
this community. He lets the cam- 
era linger on the lives of his realis- 
tic characters, defining them 
through their relationship to the

spaces they inhabit. 

The people of Plantation Island 
spend time at numerous locales, 
speak at length about the area’s 
history, and always seem to be 
exploring the textures of their sur 
roundings. The best example of 
how Sayles draws an audience 
into the world of the film comes 
when Eunice and Desiree visit 
their ancestral cemetery — now at 
the end of a fairway. It’s impossi- 
ble not to share the elder woman’s 
disgust as she cradles a handful of 
balls picked from among the 
graves before angrily tossing them 
back on the green. 

Four stereotypical golfers, of the 
type probably responsible for the 
unintentional desecration, appear 
occasionally (and bookend the 
movie) to offer absurd symbolic 
commentary. Even if their scenes 
feel unnecessary sometimes, what 
better way to explore the direc- 
tor’s position than through a pas- 
time that has traditionally best 
demonstrated the rifts the film is 
concerned with? 

Like both the community of 
Plantation Island and Sayles’ body 
of work, Sunshine State eloquently 
demonstrates how big statements 
can be found in the most modest 
of places if you're willing to spend 
the time looki ng.

IT’S BEEN A WHILE SINCE THE BIG 
studios released something as 
Kipling-esque as the tale of Harry 
Faversham, an officer and a gentle- 
man who resigns his commission the 
day before Her Majesty's army 
heads off to fight the forces of the 
Mahdi in the Sudan. His friends and 
fiancée give him four white feathers 
symbolizing his cowardice; in a 
grandiose gesture most people 
would have the sense not to make, 
he sets off to the desert in disguise to 
help his chums as best he can. 

What ensues delivers panoramic 
desert-scapes and cast-of-thousands 
battle spectaculars (which feature 
blessedly few computer graphics) 
and gets through the indoor bits tol- 
erably. But once you realize that it 
basically plays out as a combination 
of two flat-out brilliant films, 
Lavwrence of Arabia and Zulu, then The 
Four Feathers, like Faversham him- 


self, will be seen as a disappoint- 
ment. 

It would be nice if there were 
some actual Brits in the cast, instead 
of all these colonials. As Faversham, 
Heath Ledger is an appealing actor 
but lacks the heroic presence neces- 
sary for the role — meaning he's 
perpetually overwhelmed by 
Djimon Hounsou, playing essential- 
ly the great-great-great grandson of 
his Gladiator character. The savvy 
native guide who's perpetually res- 
cuing the steadfast, but naive, 
Englishman is such a fixture of these 
sorts of films that his undying loyal- 
ty is almost a given, but Ledger's just 
too much of a lame duck to justify all 
this work. 

The comrades who provide the 
feathers are mostly anachronistic frat 
boys, lacking even the level of char- 
acterization that would earn them 
regimental nicknames like Preach or 
Brooklyn Joe, meaning we have no 
idea why they deserve help in the 
first place. And although many of us 
might like to come home to Kate 
Hudson, she’s just not in the right 
movie. Only Wes Bentley, his upper 


lip appropriately stiffened, actually 
seems like he should be defending 
Queen and country, and he doesn’t 
actually get to do any acting until 
two-thirds in. 

The other big problem is that 
Ledger's two desert adventures 
aren't tied to each other very well 
and the awkward transition is 
accompanied by a jarring change in 
tone. Most of these problems could 
have been solved if this epic was 
actually of epic length; the original 
source apparently explains most of 
the glaring holes (like how Ledger 
can navigate undetected without 
speaking a word of Arabic), but 
there just isn’t enough time here to 
capture the scope of Britannia’s rule 
while maintaining a human perspec- 
tive. 

Still, director Shekhar Kapur 
shows he honed a skill or two mak- 
ing Elizabeth. Most admirable is his 
refusal to underline the numerous 
dramatic epiphanies with over- 
wrought dialogue, or — even worse 
— flashbacks; he settles quite nicely 
for a subtle gesture or motion of the 
eyes, and it’s gratifying to see a 
director reward those who were 
paying attention instead of playing 
agonizing catch-up for the clueless. 
His craftsmanship doesn’t absolve 
the film of its faults, but it helps. 
Fans of lavish historical epics should 
have few reservations about check- 
ing this out, but be warned The Four 
Feathers makes for a pretty light- 
weight epic.

The movie's website claims 
(though it’s never shown in the 
movie) that they both have exten- 
sive military backgrounds, know 
several languages, have degrees in 
all sorts of interesting technical 
things and are, in every way, 
totally awesome. Yet neither of 
them manage to come off as cool. 
In fact, for some reason, Sever has 
so few lines that it isn’t really even 
clear that she knows English. 

The story begins with the 
promise of international flavour: 
even up to the gigantic fight scene 
in the Vancouver Library (refresh- 
ingly called by its real name for 
once), there is the hope that even-

The action stays 
depressingly rooted, winding 
slowly through the gray streets of 
Van's industrial district in a series 
of car chases that resemble Driving 
Miss Daisy more than The Fast and 
the Furious. The KABOOM-errific 
final battle between the forces of 
good (Ecks and Sever) and the 
forces of evil (the Agency) seems 
to come a half-an-hour too soon. 

Meanwhile, if you were hoping 
for some hot spy on spy action to 
break up the monotony between 
explosions, you will be severely 
disappointed. The camera shies 
away from Leis violence, 
favouring shots that might as well 
have been taken from a satellite 
when there’s any real violence. 
Even in Sever’s first big action 
sequence, in which she leaves a 
trail of dead long enough to fill 
Robson Street, there’s not a drop 
of blood in sight. 

So go ahead and spend your 
money. Just don’t say I didn’t tell 
you so.

legend. First wowing rock ‘n’ roll 
fans in The Quadrajets, the gui- 
tarist is now one-half of the 
fuzzed-up, bluesy, rock ‘n’ roll 
outfit, the Immortal Lee County 
Killers. And when he’s not tour- 
ing with drummer Doug “The 
Boss” Sherrard, Weise, who is 
known as “the Cheetah” to garage 
rock fans around the globe, is also 
a professor of economics 

That's how I pay the bills. I 


think that’s probably the craziest 
thing I’ve ever done,” says Weise, 
laughing. “I got my Masters in 
economics and now I’m working 
on my Ph.D. and teaching at 
Auburn University. I wouldn't be 
doing it if it wasn’t for music, 
because what drove me in the 
direction of being a teacher is the 
fact that you get a lot of vacations 
and, of course, that’s when we can 
go on tour. It’s kinda one of those 
rock ‘17 roll friendly jobs that actu- 
ally pays OK.” 

After spending years in The 
Quadrajets, Weise decided to quit 
the band after an alarming fish 
frying accident, which resulted 
with him being rushed to the

z 2 up in Memphis, Chet “El 
Cheetah” W was surrounded by 
the blues, on the streets and corners, 


in the snuck-into Beale St. bars. On 
founding the Immortal Lee County 
Killers, those street-corner blues were 
mutated, amped, punked, jacked, 
screamed, customized and hammered 
into what came to be known as the 
“Fucked-up Blues,” leaving in its 
wake a swampy trail of broken bottles, 
broken hearts, blown amps, soul- 
rocked kids and scandalized purists 
On the road from Tucson to Las 

Vegas, just one leg of the journey that 
— like all journeys — will lead even- 
tually to Edmonton, El Cheetah spoke 
at length on the relationship between 
his Fucked-up Blues and his life's 
other love: “The Art of the 
Intercepting Fist,” Bruce Lee's Jeet 
Kune Do. 

BRUCE LEE BASICALLY COM- 
pletely changed the world of mar- 
tial arts, and the way he did it was 
he studied several traditional sys- 
tems, martial arts systems, took 
what he liked, combined them all, 
made a synthesis, and came up 
with a whole new form. He stud- 
ied the old masters, but then made 
is own hypothesis and started 
something new from that. 

What we've done is listened to a 

lot of different kinds of music, and 
just art in general, and combined 
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different elements, traditional ele- 
ments, to try to come up with 
something new — but it definitely 
has roots. It’s all evolution. 

I guess another parallel I really 
like is, in Jeet Kune Do you don’t 
really learn forms, you know? 
Like, in traditional martial arts 
you learn forms, you know, like 
these 99 movements, these very 
long forms that are very rigid. 
And those have their place in mar- 
tial arts, but I prefer the Jeet Kune 
Do method that will show you 
different combinations of blows 
and how you can deal with differ- 
ent situations, and then it’s up to 
the individual to improvise. And 
we do a lot of improvisation in 
our music; one of Bruce Lee’s mot- 
tos was “the only limitation is no 
limitation.” 

There ends up a point where the 
individual is supposed to develop 
his or her own preferences and 
movements, his style. Like right 
now, I’m concentrating on the 
kickboxing, jun fan, muay thai 
stuff for striking and jiu jitsu for 
grappling, and I’m going in my 
own direction with that. Same 
with music; [with] our music, we 
don’t have a formal teacher telling 
us how to play blues or rock & 
roll. We've learned from people, 
but we've taken what we've ~ 


emergency ward and treated for 
severe burns. The time was ripe 
for Weise to refocus on blasting 
out music that was more represen- 
tative of what made him feel at 
home.“ was about 12 years old 
towards the end of the ‘70s, so I 
was old enough [that] I’d heard of 
this scary thing called punk rock 
that I later got into, but | was 
always checkin’ out Creem maga- 
zine with AC/DC on the cover 
and that all kind of boiled 
through. And as far as how the 
Killers fit into all of this, before I 
was even a rocker-punk, I was 
into blues because I grew up in 
Memphis, Tennessee.” 

The Immortal Lee County 
Killers have one of the most dis- 
tinct and ear-blistering sounds of 
the scene. Aside from wielding 
the mighty MD 2000 axe on stage, 
Weise plays through three amps 
— two smaller amps connected 
together to serve as one, and a sec- 
ond unit which is a big bass cabi- 
net with a guitar head. The two 
sets of amps have the same effect 
as a balance knob on a stereo. 
Instead of alternating the volume 
for typical loud-soft dynamics, the 
Killers screw around with alter- 
nating their sonic shocks from 
stage left and stage right. 

On the flip-side, the duo has 
been known to do completely 
acoustic sets, which they'll allow 
to peek through on their next 
album. Due in record stores soon, 
it will feature a new sound for the 
Killers — among the shredders, 
you'll also hear a gospel song or 
two. Until then, all cylinders will 
be firing for their fall tour... a wel- 
come prospect considering, the 
heat to the duo’s music.

I guess another thing that Bruce 
Lee said was to disregard the use- 
less and keep the useful, and 
we're a two-piece. I’m definitely 
not saying that bass is a useless 
instrument, or piano, or anything 
like that at all.

What we're doing is 
cranked-up blues music and most 
of the influences we had, or we 
have, are from old two-pieces:

Basking in the side-light 


Ron Sexsmith gets respect 
in all the right places

“I WAS TOTALLY BLOWN AWAY 


by the crowd,” remembers a still 
excited Ron Sexsmith about his 
Sunday afternoon side-stage con- 
cert at this past summer's Folk 
Festival. “I was really impressed, 
‘cause when I heard I was ona 
second stage I was kinda like ‘Aw 
maaaan,’ because of course you 
wanna play the main stage. I had 
friends on the main stage, 

y know? But, when I did the show 
I was like... ‘Wow.’ I was really 
impressed by the size of the 
crowd and the response, too.

They stood up at the end 
and that also took me by sur- 
prise.” 

It could be that the singer/song- 
writer's days as a cult favorite are 
coming to an end.

CAROLYN MARK SEEMS TO BE 
constantly in motion, spending 
most of her time bouncing around 
the countryside, playing some of 
the major hot spots, the occasional 
folk fest, and every nook and 
cranny in-between. When SEE 
caught up with her, she was dri- 
ving down the highway heading 
towards Ottawa (with her band 
the Roommates, Tolan McNeil 
and Garth Johnson) while playing 
with fireworks in the back seat 
(‘I'ma little concerned,” she says 
rather understatedly). 

However, unlike some of her 
previous efforts (such as Party 
Girl, which was pieced together at 
the start of the new millennium as 


Carolyn traveled from sea to sea), 
her newest disc, Terrible Hostess, 
was created almost entirely in one 
spot, Zero Gravity Studios in 
Victoria. Despite being put togeth- 
er in the confines of that sleek and 
polished studio, the results are not 
that far removed from what fans 
have come to expect. 

“You critics would probably say 
it’s more cohesive, more 
smoother, shinier,” she quips. 

There’s no way, however, that 
she can claim that the album’s title 
is autobiographical, because 
wherever she goes, the party fol- 
lows. Even the creation of the 
record was drenched in the agree- 
able pursuits of a social function.

Tom Jackson hosts Prairie Music Awards 


THE THREE KINGS: AFTER 
Sunday night this phrase will no 
longer conjure up images of Elvis 
impersonators or Christmas acts 
Jimmy (no last name, just 
“Jimmy,” like Sting, Cher, and 
Madonna) from Rotting Fruit put 
together this triumvirate of song- 
writers with the mighty Stewart 
Kirkwood (Colour Black, 
Welcome, Campfire Heroes) and 
up-and-comer Paul Fuellbrandt. 

This weekend’s performance 
will be plugged-in, with the addi- 
tion of Chris Sturwold on drums 
and Jay Cairns on bass, and will 
feature original material from 
each of the three songwriters. 

As opposed to songwriters-in- 
the-round, there will be trio inter- 
action on this show. “We all com- 
plement each other, and we also 
stay out of the way,” explains 
Kirkwood. “So each person is fea- 
tured as a solo performer, with 
each of us as an accompanist.” 

It is Kirkwood’s belief the audi- 
ence will benefit from having 
three featured songwriters. 
“Rather than getting one person's 
voice throughout the entire night, 
we'll have it divvied up; we’ll 
have a band [as in The Band or 
Beatles] mentality,” he says. “So if 
the audience does not respond to 
one person’s song, chances are 
they'll respond to another.” 

From his halcyon days with 
Colour Black, the exceptional 
“Bean Bag Chair” from Welcome’s 
debut disc, and the entire second 
record Like A Star’s Microphone, 
Kirkwood has always been a 
writer with a great sense of 
groove, melody, and hooks. 

One may wonder how a more 
established songwriter benefits 
from playing with those less expe- 
rienced, but Kirkwood’s a humble 
guy. “It’s a chance to learn from 
somebody else,” he says. “If you 
learn someone else’s song it gives 
you a different outlook, some- 
thing you would not have thought 
of. So, it’s an opportunity to learn 
from each together.”

Burkett laughs as he recalls the 
first time it occurred to him, “the 
idea of someone lifting a mono- 
logue.

Theatre Network has a history 
of dedication to the development 
of new work, yet this is Moss’ first 
world premiere of a production 
since his appointment as Artistic 
Director in 1999. “There wasn’t a 
lot in the tank for new work when 
I started. It’s taken me this long, 
but part of my philosophy is to 
follow the time line the work 
wants; accepting that the play 
desires its own process. I feel for- 
tunate to have traveled along with 
Eugene: it’s a joy working with a 
writer who brings such an innate 
musicality to the text. You know 
you're in good hands.” 

The two had collaborated before 
on Network productions of A 


Guide to Mourning and Midlife. 
During A Guide to Mourning, 
Moss asked Stickland if he had 
any unproduced scripts; the 
unearthing of Excavations began. 
Stickland had generated the first 
draft of the script for Theatre 
Passe Muraille eight years earlier 
while living in Toronto. “I was 
writing fairly experimental works 
at the time, and they were 
adamant that it not be a conven- 
tional play: it was a series of set 
pieces accompanied by a string 
quartet performed in random 
order, not sequential or referential 
in any way. It was ‘clever’ and 
‘interesting’ — you know, words 
people use to describe something 
when they don’t really know what 
else to say — but it never really 
got under your skin.” Although 
Excavations had two full work- 
shops at Passe Muraille, and won 
the 1995 Alberta Playwriting 
Competition, it remained unpro- 
duced — and in that incarnation 
as a nine or ten person play, 
according to Stickland, “unpro-

duceable”. 

Following an Edmonton work- 
shop in 2000, Stickland and Moss 
realized Excavations required 
some major reworking. Stickland 
recalls that “the ideas were big, 
almost operatic, but over a few 
beers we all decided something 
had to change. Little by little, it 
came down to that one thing we 
all go looking for when we go to 
the theatre: story.” Returning to 
the skeletal structure of 
Excavations, Stickland rediscov- 
ered and redefined the essence of 
the play: Ned Fletcher (Jeff Page) 
is a paleontologist who has been 
sent to the Cypress Hills in 
Southern Saskatchewan to dig up 
the bones of a T-Rex. The bones 
are buried in land belonging to 
Finn (John Wright) and were first 
identified by Christina Fudge 
(Caroline Livingstone), an ama- 
teur archeologist. Christina lives 
with her brother, Reverend 
Clifford Fudge (Steve Pirot), a 
defrocked, alcoholic fundamental- 
ist preacher. Also on board are 
highly respected theatre veteran 
and dramaturg Jim Defelice; set 
and lighting designer Raymond 
Spittal; costume designer Leona 
Brausen; composer/ pianist Roger 
Admiral; multimedia designer Ian 
Jackson; and stage manager Gina 
Moe. According t to Moss, having 
assembled such a cast and crew is 

“like gold — everyone really rises 
to the occasion of the work. What 
they bring to the party is amazing, 
without them we’re not half as 


good.” For Stickland, “when you 
have a cast of this talent, you 
don’t worry. They work hard, 
they get it. You can let your head 
go onto more important things.” 

Science versus religion, procre- 
ation versus extinction and the 
search for meaningful relation- 
ships — major themes, all 
explored with characteristic 
Stickland skill, grace and wit, but 
perhaps a stylistic departure from 
us work many are familiar 
through ATP. The return to story 
has refocused the piece, but with 
interesting results. For Stickland, 
“even though the last year and a 
half have brought it closer to cen- 
tre, it’s still way out there. I have 
honestly never seen a play that 
functions the way this one does 
tight now we're one happy fami- 
y loaded up into the car, driving 
into a dark tunnel. We're either 
veaded into the promised land or, 
like in a Road Runner cartoon, 
straight onto the track of an 
oncoming train!” 

Words: check. Bones: check. 
Bums...? Moss wanted to mention 
Network's new campaign inviting 
subscribers to invest in the theatre 
by donating to help cover the cost 
ot the replacement of the old 
“1938 seats with new, more com- 
fortable ones... to improve your 
viewing experience”.

Pentecost helps you understand

AT A TIME WHEN SKYSCRAPERS 
are falling and the Holy Land is 
nearer to the brink than ever, 
Patrick Stewart's Pentecost has an 
even greater resonance than the 
Irish playwright might have imag- 
ined. And the Studio Theatre pro- 
duction of his play will lure you 
into a tangle of lives you'll grow 
to admire and despise, but one 
you'll enjoy. 

Pentecost tells the stories of 
Lenny (Andy Northrup) and 
Marian (Jennifer Spencer), just one 
signature away from being 
divorced, and their friends Ruth 
(Adrienne Smook) and Peter 
(Aaron Talbot). The four find 
themselves holed up in a house 
Lenny’s great aunt has left him, 
smack dab in the middle of dis- 
puted territory during the Ulster 
Workers Council strike of 1974, 
five years after “the troubles” 


began in Belfast. 

The house could be torched, its 
occupants beaten or slaughtered 
at any time. A variety of fears 
keeps them at the house. Marian 
wants to buy the place from 
Lenny. Seeking sanctuary from 
her own depression and misfor- 
tune, she begins to investigate the 
life of Lily Matthews, the good 
Protestant woman who once lived 
in the house. In fact, the two have 
much in common despite the sec- 
tarian hatred that separates them. 

Lenny sticks around in the hope 
that he and Marian may still have 
a chance together and, at the same 
time, to prove he’s moved on. 
Ruth has every reason to fear her 
brutish husband more than the 
rioters outside; and care-free 
Peter, who has just returned from 
three years in England, simply 
appears to have no place else to 
go. Confident and insecure at the 
same time, he is cynical, confused 
and somehow in his own element. 

Parker's script is powerful and, 
in the hands of director Mark 
Henderson and his cast, you are

invited to know the characters on 
progressively deeper levels as the 
story slowly and gently reveals 
new secrets. And it’s a ride you'll 
go along with willingly. The cast 
play out their roles as completely 
and richly as Parker's text. You'll 
come to think of yourself, there in 
the audience, as perhaps the 
friend or acquaintance of one of 
the characters: on the outside, but 
with a connection to what goes on 
in the house. Your interest in the 
lives of this foursome quickly 
becomes genuine. 

This is a rare trick. So let there 
be no mistake: this production of 
Pentecost is not just pretty good, 
considering it’s done by students. 
No, this is a fantastic story told in 
an unusually compelling manner 
by a gifted group of players. 

The play leaves its audiences 
with an aftertaste that lingers for 
days. Parker's script can be 7 
summed up in a few sentences, 
superficially, or it can be splayed 
open to show deeper meanings, 
with coincidence and parallels 
emerging to bring a deeper mean- 
ing to the story, tying the suffer- 
ing of those before our time to our 
own “troubles” and, these days, 
pointing out our miserable failure 
to prevent them from carrying on.

Making flesh crawl 


Walterdale opens with grim classic

MURDER FOR FUN: IT MAY BE THE 
worst crime imaginable, but isn’t 
that sort of thing what makes for 
great theatre? Walterdale 
Playhouse’s production of Rope 
explores that dark side of the 
human psyche that has become a 
morbid fascination for some of the 
art world’s most twisted minds. 
The play is the macabre story of 
two college boys who murder a 
fellow student and then throw a 
party for their victim's family 
while the body sits in a trunk in 
the middle of the room. 

It’s popularly thought to be 
inspired by the real life killing of 
Bobby Franks in 1924 by Richard 
Leopold and Nathan Lobe, in 
what was dubbed the “Killing for 
Kicks” murder case. British play- 
wright Patrick Hamilton, howev- 
er, denied the connection to the 
real life slaying, saying his inten- 
tion was simply to “make people’s 
flesh crawl.” 

Director Sam Varteniuk has a 
similar outlook toward the the- 
atre-going experience, especially 


in light of the main characters’ 
dubious moral beliefs. “The the- 
atre’s moral responsibility is that 
of a testing ground for lifeand our 
experience in it,” he explains. “We 
enact on stage things we would 
never dream of doing in real life.” 

Since its first staging in 1929, the 
play’s best-known incarnation is 
that of the film director who, in 
many ways, perfected the art of 
portraying spine-chilling crimes, 
Alfred Hitchcock. His 1948 film of 
the same name was his first as a 
producer and included some 
changes to Hamilton's script, such 
as aging the character of the mur- 
derers’ friend, Rupert Cadell so he 
could be played by Hitchcock reg- 
ular, Jimmy Stewart. However, 
like all of Hitchcock’s subjects, the 
play has a moral twist that assures 
the characters’ gruesome actions 
do not go unpunished. 

“Not to ruin the end of the play, 
but these boys don’t get off scott 
free,” Varteniuk points out. He 
watched the movie before begin- 
ning his task as director but decid- 
ed that Hume Cronyn’s adapta- 
tion of the play was a bit facile. 
“His screenplay took many of the 
intricacies of the script,” he says, 
“blanks that actors are meant to 
fill in, like how these people know 


each other, and explained them... I 
asked the actors if they wanted to 
watch it and they decided not to; 
maybe they will at the cast party 
afterwards.” He admits, however, 
that the film “is probably always 
in the back of my mind.” 

Nevertheless, Varteniuk main- 
tains that his vision for this pro- 
duction is a bit different from any- 
thing that’s come before, “I did 
some research and found that 
there was a production done at 
the Fringe that was very tradition- 
al. It was set in the 1930s in a very 
proper English drawing room,” he 
explains. “I tried to stay away 
from that.” Instead, he decided 
anachronism would be a major 
theme and encouraged the actors 
to avoid affecting British accents. 
“Imagine if the ‘30s got into a car 
accident with the 21st Century.” 

He also avoided the trappings 
of claustrophobic English drawing 
room drama by working with set 
designer Adam Mitchell to create 
a space inspired by the mind- 
bending works of mathematically 
precise M. C. Escher and expres- 
sionist painter Salvador Dali. He 
promises that the set will offer 
“plenty of eye candy for the audi- 
ence to enjoy.” The centerpiece of 
the play, however, remains the 
murder and all its chilling conse- 
quences. As Hamilton himself 
wrote, “If I have succeeded, you 
will leave the theatre braced and 
lacerated, which is what you go to 
the theatre for.”

Just as we started to speculate 
on the edibility of the potted cac- 
tus, our food began to arrive.

Chlamydia The most prevalent 
bacterial STI in Canada (159.4 per 
100,000 of population), chlamydia is 
spread by vaginal and anal sex, 
Reported rates are nine times higher 
among females aged 15-24 and, left 
ntreated, chlamydia can lead to 
Pelvic Inflammatory Disease (PID), 
ectopic pregnancy and infertility. The 
big problem: chlamydia can be 
asymptomatic, meaning those infect- 
pc show no outward signs. And when 
ou don’t know you're a walking 
sesspool of infection, what's stopping 
ou from passing it back and forth 
ike an old ping-pong ball? Which is 
hy it’s important to get tested regu- 
arly. And, bonus sifyouare.infected, 
single-dose treatments are available, 
often administered before you even 
eave the doctor's office. Just remem- 
ber, your partner has to get treated 
loo or you'll keep playing ping-pong. 
Yes, this means you have to tell him

Genital Herpes (HSV) National 
rates for herpes aren't known, but if 
my circle of friends is any indication, 
it's high.

serious problems like cervical and 
rectal cancer. In men, genital warts 
are most often found on the tip or 
shaft of the penis, scrotum, around 
the anus or thigh area.
